SPANISH  ABUSES  IN  CUBA. 

A  Havana  press  dispatch,  Ivy  mail  tn  Tampa. 

Fla.,  dated  April  4th,  Bives  the  (oll.ming  detaila 

in  regard  to  ihe  treatment  of  political  prisoners  by 

the  Spanish  authorities  in  Cuba : 

Two  hundred  and  twelve  men  are  confined  in 
two  cells  of  Mono  Castle.  They  are  political 
prisoners  or  "suspects"  awaiting  trial.  Some  have 
been  Ihere  a  week,  some  a  month,  some  a  year. 
Two  are  American  citizens,  one  is  a  British  subject. 
I  here  is  a  hoy  of  14  years,  burn  in  Spain,  and  not 
long  enough  in  this  country  to  dream  of  rebelling 
against  the  government.  There  are  men  bowed  in 
years,  young  men,  merchant..,  professional  men, 
cleiks  and  farm  laborers,  all  gathered  in  and 
thrown  together  with  little  or  no  evidence  of  having 
aided  or  taken  pa,t  in  Ihe  insurrection.  In  the 
Cabanas  lorlress  close  by  and  in  prisons  all  over 
the  l.land  are  other  unfoitunales— mo  thousand 
three  thousand,  perhaps  four  thousand,  altogether  • 
or  no  man  may  know  bow  many-people  Spain  has 
.behind  the  bars  at  this  time  in  Cuba,  but  of  the 
21a  in  the  niorro. 

In  times  of  war  foreigners,  newspaper  cotres- 
pcmdenls  and  tourists  are  supposed  10  be  shut  out 
of  Spanish  prisons,  but  relatives  and  Iriends  are 
admitted  10  Morro  Castle  on  Sundays  and  Wednes- 
days. On  one  ol  these  days  recently  a  visitor 
crossed  the  row-boat  ferry  from  Havana  to  the 
landing  between  Ihe  Cabanas  and  Morro,  walked 
up  the  pebble  paved  approach  to  the  latter  and 
passed  within  the  old  battlements.  Spanish  sol- 
diets  to  the  number  of  200  lounged  around  the 
entrance  and  court-yard.  About  half  of  them  were 
on  duty.  In  the  centre  of  the  court  some  fifty  or 
sixty  visitors  were  grouped  in  front  of  the  two 
principal  cells.  Guards  kept  an  open  space  ten 
feet  wide  between  the  visiiors  and  the  barred  doors 
and  windows  of  the  cells.  Bundles  of  clothing 
and  food  were  opened  and  searched  by  Ihe  guards 
before  being  passed  to  the  prisoners.  Conversa- 
tions between  those  behind  the  bars  and  those 
without  had  10  be  carried  on  in  a  loud  voice. 
Wives  spoke  encouragement  to  husbands,  and 
mothers  to  sons,  and  told  of  effort,  being  made  to 
obtain  release.  Each  cell  is  alwut  20  feet  wide 
and  neatly  100  feet  deep.  They  are  of  stone, 
arched  above  and  are  more  like  subterranean  tun- 
nels than  rooms  for  human  beings.  The  only 
openings  are  at  ihe  ends.  They  are  in  the  lower 
part  of  a  building  wilhin  the  outer  walls  and 
having  the  appearance  of  being  intended  lor  storing 
supplies.  They  are  damp  and  filthy,  and  are  said 
to  be  infested  with  vermin.  Nothing  in  the  shape 
ol  chairs,  benches  or  beds  are  provided.  There 
are,  however,  hooks  for  fifty  hammocks  in  each 
room.  Friends  of  the  prisoners  supply  the  ham. 
mocks,  but  as  there  are  108  men  in  one  room  and 
104  in  1  he  other,  over  half  the  number  are  compel- 
led 10  sleep  on  the  stone  floor.

MORE    ABOUT  THE    CEDED 

PATAGONIA. 
The  publication  of  this  and  other  articles 
on   this  subject   is    made  with  a  two-fold 
object    in    view.     They    are    intended    to 
impart  some  knowledge    with   respect   to 
former    boundary  questions  between  Chili 
and  the  Argentine   republic,  and  also  10 
convey  an  idea   of  the  great  sacrifice  made 
by  this  country,  nearly  twenty  years  ago,  in 
the  interest    of  peace  with   its   ungenerous 
ininsandine    neighbour,     In    the   previous 
article   on  this  subject  a  brief  summary  was 
given  of  the  titles  to  the  military  jurisdiction 
exercised    by    Chili    over    the   territory    in 
question,  ami  it  will  now  be  in  order,    in 
Compliance  with  the  promise  already  made, 
to  examine  Chili's  titles  to  civil  jurisdiction. 
Omitting  mention,   lor  the  sake   of  brevity, 
of  many  acts  and  documents  of  very  early 
colonial  times,  theie  is  documentary  evid- 
ence in  existence  allowing  that  in  the  year 
618,  a  governor  of  Buenos  Ayres  proposed 
to  the  Spanish  authorities  the  foundation  of 
a  fortified  town  in  Patagonia,   and  that  the 
king,  by  a  royal  decree  of  August  10,  1619, 
referred  the  matter  10  the  governor  of  Chili 
which  is  a  proof  that  this  functionary  exer- 
cised jurisdiction  over  the  territory  in  ques- 
tion.    The  governor  of  Chili,   in  his  reply, 
rejected  the  idea  of  the  proposed  town,  and 
he  concluded   his  report   on  the  subject  by 
suggesting   lhat   the  most  expeditious  and 
least  cosily  method   of  continuing  the   ex- 
ploration of  "estas  lierras  de  ettos  reinos" 
would  be  to  grant  permission  to  vessels  to 
visit  them  with   negroes  and  merchandise, 
which  permission,  he    proposed,   might  be 
suspended,  at  any  time,    on  the  suggestion 
of  the  governor  of  Chili.     In  the  year  1675 
the  Chonos   Indians   reported  that    some 
foreigners  had  established  themselves  in  the 
Snails,  and  the  governor  or  Chili  despatched 
an  expedition  by  land  to  ascertain  the  truth 
01  not  of  the  report.     This  expedition  cros- 
sed the  cordillera  and  traversed  Patagonia 
to  the  Straits,  and  on  its  return  it  brought 
back  the  remains  of  a  Father  Mascardi  who 
wis  killed  by  the  Indians  on   the  eastern 
side  of  the  Andes.     In   1743  another  gov- 
ernor of  the   "reino  de  Chile"  proposed  as 
one  of  the  most  efficient  means  for  the 
"definite  pacification  of  the  kingdom  and 
the  increase  of  its  prosperity,"  the  forma- 
tion of  settlements   in    which   the    natives 
should  be  compelled  to  reside,  as  in  this 
manner  it  would    be   easier   to   exercise  a 
proper  degree  of  vigilance  over  them  and  to 
keep  them  in  submission.    The  idea  was 
approved  by  the  Spanish  monarch,  and  the 
governor  ot  the  "reino  de  Chile"  was  in- 
structed to  make  the  plan  extensive  to  the 
Straits  and  to  the    Patagonian   coast  as   far 
as  Buenos  Ayres.     "I  no  distando,"  say  the 
royal   instructions  to    the   governor,    "del 
archipielago  de  CI1M06  mas  de  ciento  cin- 
cuenta   leguas  los   puertos  de  San  Julian, 
Camarones,  i  olios  que  caen  al  mar  del 
none  entre  el    Estrecho   i  Buenos  Aires," 
&c.    The  cost  of  the  foundation  of  these 
settlements  was  to  be   defrayed  out  of  the 
revenue  of  the   "reino,"   which    is  another 
proof  that  the   Spanish  monarch   acknow- 
ledged the  jurisdiction   of  the    "reino   de 
Chile  sobre  la  Patagonia  del  mar  del  sur  al 
de!  norte,  inclusive  el  Estrecho." 

In  a  public  document  of  the  year  174+ 
the  western  limits  of  the  "reino"  are  stated 
thus  :  "Se  gradua  i  cuenta  tndo  este  reino 
de  Chile  al  presente  desde  el  Cabo  de  Hor- 
nos  que  esta  en  la  altura  56"  hasta  el  cerro 
de  San  Benito  en  la  altura  240  de  snr  a 
norte,  en  que  esta  el  despoblado  que  llaman 
del  Peru."  The  eastern  boundary  is  given 
in  the  following  terms  ; — "Incluye  toda  la 
pampa  hasta  el  mar  del  norte  rematando  en 
la  bahia  Sin  Fondo  d  junto  al  Rio  de  los 
Leones  i  los  440  de  latitud  i  declinando  de 
esta  paraje  para  el  Estrecho  de  Magallanes 
hasta  el  Cabo  de  Homos  por  la  playa  del 
mapa  que  instruye  esta  relacion  hasta  los 
560  de  latitud,  en  que  esta  comprende  se- 
gun  ella  i  la  cuenta  que  seha  hecho  (1390) 
mil  trescientas  noventa  leguas  de  circun- 
ferencia  por  todo  el  reino,  que  son  las  de- 
marcacionesmas  puntuales,  seftas  i  deslindes 
mas  seguros  que  hemos  podido  adquirir, 
por  personas  practicas  avecindadas  i  la  fe 
en  cuyo  conocimiento  estan  sus  moradores 
por  razon  de  deslinde  de  reino,  provincias  i 
sus  tierras  con  quienes  se  comparten."  Ac- 
cording to  this  document  the  pampa  be- 
longing to  the  "reino  de  Chile"  began  at 
330  south  latitude  and  62°  west  longitude, 
"declinando  al  mar  del  norte."  Fifty  years 
later,  Ma'Iespina,  whose  expedition,  consist- 
ing of  the  corvettes  Atrevida  and  Dcscit- 
bierta,  has  been  noticed  in  a  previous  arti- 


cle, wrote  of  the  boundaries  ofihe  "reino" 
in  these  terms:     "En   Ssta  dilatad  a  exten- 
sion ([lie  segun  los  calculos  i  computes  mas 
prudenciales  abraza  1390  legtia*  de  circun- 
ferencla,  se  comprendtn   las  naciones  I'.ui- 
gdnicas  i   Guayquene,   unices  habitad<  res 
de  la  parte    austral  desde  los  44"   de  latitud 
sur  hasta  el  Cabo  de   Hornos,  ocupamlo  la 
primeta  la  parte  liana  i  oriental  de  la  cordil- 
lera  i   l.os     Guayquenes   la   montafiosa   i 
escarpada   al  occidente  de  la  misma  cadena 
de  immtanas  nt-vadas."  This  definition  cor- 
responds   with   lhat  contained    in  the  docu- 
ment   of    the    year    1744    just    referred    to. 
Besides  these  th  cuments,  there  exist  proofs 
that  the  "reino"   exercised    constant  acts  of 
jurisdiction    over  the   territory  in    question. 
In  the  year   1S05  an  exploration   pari)'  was 
despatched  from   Chili,   with  an  escort  of 
soldiers  belonging  to  the  ''reino,"  and  they 
crossed   the    Andes   and    the    pampas,    and 
finally    reached    Buenos   Ayres.     h\    1806 
another  expedition  under   Luis  de  la  Cruz 
was  sent  to  the  other  side  among  the  Peh- 
tienches  and  Ancaes,  and   the  commander 
in  his  report  frequently  calls  that  territory 
Chilian,  and  he    speaks  of  the   Pehuenches 
and    Ancaes  as    compatriots   and   brothers, 
because  they  are  sons  of  the  same  kingdom. 
At  a  parlamenio  of  the  Pehuenches,   Cruz 
addressed   the  cacique  Manquel   in    these 
words ;  "Os  tengo  lastima,  i   para  que  me 
lo  creais  no  necesito  otras  espresiones  que 
repitiros   lo  que  os  he  dicho  tantas   veces, 
que  soi  oriundo  de  este   reino,    tu  compa- 
iriota  i  en  cierto  modo  tu  hermano."     And 
further  on,  in  the  course   of  his  harangue, 
be  made  use  of  these  words  :     "Asi,  pues, 
Manquel,  yo,  que   deseo  fomentar  nuestro 
reino  i  el  de   Buenos  Aires  cumpliendo  con 
las  ordenesstiperiores  que  traigo. .."  Again, 
when  the  expedition  was  a  few  days'  journey 
from  Buenos  Aires,  there  was  another  par- 
lamcnto   anil   Cruz   addressed    the    cacique 
Ancae  Curripilan  in   these  words  :     "Vos- 
otros  fuisteis  siempre  pobres  hasta  que  lle- 
garon  los  espafioles  a  estos  desicrtos  chilenos 
a    procrear   caballos,    vacas    i    ovejas    para 
vuestro  usn  i  sustento.''     In  another  docu- 
ment of  181 3  a  Spanish  functionary  reports 
unfavourably   on  a  proposition    to  send  a 
body  of  troops   Irom   a  point  on  the   Pata- 
gonian coast  in  the  direction  of  Alto  Peru, 
because  they  would  have  to  cross  a  portion 
of  the   territory  of  the   revolted  "reino   de 
Chile."    This    is  so  far  as   the  civil  juris- 
diction   is    concerned  ;    in   another  article 
the   ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  will   be  con- 
sidered. 


COCOA-PALMS. 


Mr.  J.  Ferguson,  of  Ihe  Ceylon  Observer,  in  a 
letter  to  the  London  Times,  estimates  tliat  there 
are  some  fifty  millions  of  cocoa-palms  growing  in 
regular  plantation1;  or  small  unlive  gardens  in  Cey- 
lon, coveting  some  650,000  acres,  and  yielding  an 
annual  harvest  nearly  equal  in  value  to  lhat  gaih- 
ered  from  tlie  300,000  acres  of  lea  plant.  Acer- 
tain  proportion  of  ihe  "harvest"  is  exported — in 
cocoanut  oil,  up  to  500,000  hundredweight ; 
"copra"  and  "poonac"  (the  dried  kernels),  up  to 
200,000  hundredweight  ;  coir  fiber,  rope  and  yarn, 
up  to  170,000  hundredweight;  in  cocoanuls,  10,- 
000,000,  05  pulled  or  with  ihe  husk  off  ;  and  in  a 
new  and  fast-expanding  industry  in  "desiccated 
cocoanut,"  six  to  seven  million  pounds— but  a 
large,  perhaps  the  larger,  proportion  is  consumed 
for  lood  and  domeslic  use  otherwise  by  the  people 
of  the  island,  aparl  from  the  large  and  unfortunate- 
ly growing  quantity  of  arrack  (the  whisky  or 
brandy  of  Ceylon)  prepared  from  the  sap  of  a  large 
number  of  palms  set  apart  for  that  purpose.  Of 
oilier  palms  (Palmyra,  Kitul  and  Arcca  chiefly) 
and  fruit  trees  in  great  variely,  the  Sinhalese  and 
Tamils  of  Ceylon  have  over  300,000  acres  planted, 
and  most  yielding  crops,  as  additions  to  the  food 
supply,  and,  in  some  cases,  exports.  Of  our  fam- 
ous ancient  spice— cinnamon  (which  was  carried 
from  Ceylon  and  sold  in  Rome  in  the  time  of  Ac- 
gustus  Csesar  foi  ihe  equivalent  of  £8  sterling  per 
pound)— there  are  still  about  35,000  acres  planted 
in  Ceylon,  the  annual  exports  of  Ihe  quills  and 
chips  keeping  in  excess  of  iwo  and  one-half  mil- 
lion pounds.  This  industry  is  in  Ceylonesc  (chiefly 
Sinhalese)  hands.  Cardamom  s,  pepper,  cloves, 
nutmegs,  and  some  other  spices  claim  more  at- 
tention Irom  Ihe  European  planters  ;  hut  the  culti- 
vation of  citronella  and  other  grass  for  essentia! 
oils  is  solely  done  by  ihe  natives,  as  also,  of 
course,  the  great  paddy,  or  rice-growing  industry 
in  Ceylon. 


An  official  repoit  on  the  sugar  production  of  Ger- 
many, coming  up  to  the  close  of  February,  slates 
the  production  ol  raw  sugar  at  14, 150,812  cwts. 
against  i6,iiS,S34  cwls.  last  year,  winch  is  a  de- 
crease of  about  two  million  cwts,  The  production 
of  refined  sugar  is  returned  at  6,595,41  ^  cwls. 
against  5,774,853  cwts.  last  year,  or  an  increase  of 
about  So0,ooo  cwts.  The  parliamentary  commis- 
sion on  sugar  taxation  and  export  bounties  is 
drawing  back.  It  is  now  proposed  to  reduce  the 
export  bounty  10  1  .S5  marks,  to  limit  the  con- 
tingent to  14,000,000  cwts,  and  to  maintain  the 
traffic  tax.  The  letter  of  Mr.  Curzon  to  ihe  West 
India  committee,  stating  the  willingness  of  the 
British  government  to  negotiate  fur  the  aboli- 
tion of  export  bounties,  has  produced  a  good 
e  ffect ,

been  told,  I  might  be  able  to  get  a  shot  at 
a  condor.  During  ihe  trip  mv  guide  and 
the  native  hunters  who  accompanied  me 
told  me  so  many  wonderful  stories  of  the 
condor  that  I  was  beginning  to  believe  that 
tile  bird  was  a  myth  and  existed  only  in  the 
imagination  of  my  companions, 

"One  of  the  things  they  told  me  about 
condors  was  that  the  birds  would  attack 
any  kind  of  animal  that  was  wounded  or 
crippled  and  make  short  work  of  it.  They 
told  me  stories  of  horses,  bullocks,  and  even 
full-grown  pumas,  or  South  American  lions, 
that  had  been  killed  and  eaten  by  the  big 
birds.  '  e 

"After  two  days  of  the  hardest  climbing 
I  ever  did,  we  crossed  what  I  was  told  was 
one  of  the  foothills  ol  the  Andes,  but  what 
seemed  to  me  a  mountain  about  as  high  as 
the  Rockies.  On  the  other  side  ol  this 
range  there  was  a  narrow  valley,  through 
which  flowed  a  small  river  that  was  fed  by 
the  snows  on  the  peaks  of  the  real  moun- 
tains. Beyond  this  valley  was  the  base  of 
the  giant  Andes,  on  the  summit  of  which 
I  was  told  the  condors  lived,  It  was  to 
this  valley  they  came  in  search  of  prey. 
There  had  once  been  plenty  of  wild  game 
along  both  banks  of  the  river,  but  most  of  it 
had  been  killed  or  driven  away  by  the  big 
birds,  and  it  was  then  unsafe  for  a  domestic 
animal  of  any  kind  to  be  at  large  during  the 
day,  and  even  men  were  sometimes  at- 
tacked. 

"We  bad  been  two  days  in  the  valley 
without  catching  sight  of' one  of  the  birds, 
and  I  was  getting  discouraged.  On  the 
morning  ol  the  third  day  a  small  party  of 
pack  traders  passed  our  camp,  bound  down 
the  valley.  From  them  we  learned  that 
they  had  abandoned  one  of  their  pack 
horses  about  a  mile  up  the  trail.  The  ani- 
mal had  a  sore  back,  and  had  become  so 
lame  it  was  of  no  further  service.  'The 
condors  will  make  a  meal  of  that  horse  ' 
said  my  guide.  He  had  scarcely  spoken 
when,  looking  away  toward  the  tallest  peak 
of  the  Andes,  I  saw  what  looked  like  a  black 
speck  in  the  sky.  In  a  moment  there  was 
another  of  the  black  specks,  and  then  an- 
other and  another,  until  I  could  make  out 
a  score  of  giant  birds  sailing  majestically 
down  toward  the  valley. 

"  'They  are  coming  !'  said  the  guide,  as 
soon  as  be  caught  sight  of  them,  and  gath- 
ering up  our  guns  we  hurried  up  the  trail 
to  find  the  abandoned  horse. 

"I  suggested  that  we  approach  cautiously 
for  fear  the  birds  would  see  us  and  be 
frightened  away.  But  there  I  exposed  my 
ignorance  of  the  condor, 

"  'Take  care  that  you  are  not  the  one  lo 
be  (lightened  away  1'  said  one  of  my  com- 
panions. 

"We  soon  caught  sight  of  the  horse, 
which  was  slowly  following  along  the  trail. 
In  less  time  than  it  takes  to  tell  it  the  score 
of  condors  were  circling  around  above  the 
doomed  animal  and  not  more  than  a  thou- 
sand feet  high.  The  first  time  their  shad- 
ows fell  across  the  trail  the  poor  old  horse 
threw  up  his  head  and,  catching  sight  of 
the  black  cloud  above  him,  gave  a  snort  of 
terror. 

"He  wheeled  about  and  tried  to  run  to- 
ward the  river,  which  was  close  at  hand 
but  was  too  lame  to  make  much  progress'. 
The  birds  were  still  flying  around  in  a 
small  circle,  but  every  moment  they  were 
getting  nearer  the  earth.  We  stood  still 
and  watched  them. 

"When  they  were  within  500  feet  of  the 
earlh  they  suddenly  shot  downward  like  a 
black  cloud  of  doom.  The  whir  of  their 
giant  wings  was  like  the  roar  of  an  ap- 
proaching storm.  It  was  a  sight  never  to 
be  forgotten. 

"As  the  condors  swooped  down  the  poor 
horse  uttered  a  scream  of  terror,  the  like  of 
which  I  never  want  to  hear  again.  It  was 
like  the  cry  of  a  human  being  in  mortal 
agony  ol  terror.  For  a  minute  the  animal 
was  almost  obscured  from  our  view  by  the 
big  birds  circling  around  him,  and  then  his 
snorts  of  terror  were  changed  to  wails  of  pain. 
"The  horse  was  now  running  around  in 
a  short  circle,  and  making  the  best  fight  he 
could  against  his  assailants.  As  he  came 
closer  to  where  we  stood  I  saw  that  his  eyes 
had  already  been  torn  from  their  sockets  by 
the  long  beaks  of  the  condors.  They  had 
torn  his  flesh  in  a  dozen  places  with  their 


sharp    talons,  and  blond    was    streaming 

down  the  sides  of  the  helpless  animal. 

"Up  to  the  time  that  they  began  to  strike 
their  victim  with  beak  and  claw  the  birds 
had  made  no  sound.  But  now,  with  the 
smell  ol  blood  whetting  their  appetites,  they 


)  which 


that  were  the  most  hideous  noise  to 
I  ever  listened. 

"I  had  for  the  moment  forgotten  that  I 
carried  a  repeating  rifle.  The  horrible  fas- 
cination of  the  scene  had  completely  over- 
powered me,  but  as  the  pitiful  cries  of  the 
doomed  horse  grew  weaker  and  his  fight 
against  the  terrible  odds  had  weakened  to  a 
feeble  kick  my  senses  came  back  to  me. 

"I  raised  my  rifle  and  was  taking  careful 
aim  at  the  nearest  condor  when  tile  guide 
caught  me  by  the  arm.  His  face  was  drawn 
with  the  terror  and  excitement  of  the  scene. 
"  'Wait,'  said  he.  'Don't  disturb  them 
now,  or  they  may  turn  on  us,  and  then  we 
will  have  a  fight  for  our  lives.' 

"In  an  instant  I  realized  what  a  hopeless 
light  that  would  be  if  all  those  giant  birds 
should  attack  us  as  they  had  the  horse,  and 
I  put  down  my  gwn. 

"But  the  tight  with  the  horse  was  soon 
over.  With  the  flesh  hanging  m  shreds 
Irom  his  sides,  neck,  and  haunches,  the 
poor  animi!  sank  to  his  knees,  then  rolled 
over  on  Ins  side,  dead.  In  a  moment  the 
whole  swarm  of  the  great  birds  were  around 
the  body,  tearing  tile  bleeding  flesh  from 
the  bones  in  strips  with  their  beaks  and 
swallowing  it  without  an  effort. 

"In  less  than  five  minutes,  it  seemed  to 
me,  every  bit  of  flesh  had  been  torn  from 
the  bones  of  the  dead  horse  and  eaten.  The 
skeleton  was  torn  apart,  and  the  blood-stain- 
ed bones  scattered  about  on  the  ground. 
"Then,  one  by  one,  the  condors  began 
to  fly  away.  With  a  great  flapping  of  wings 
and  uttering  hoarse  cries  they  rose  slowly  at 
Inst  and,  circling  around  until  they  were  at 
least  r.ooo  feet  above  the  earth,  ihey  sailed 
away  toward  the  distant  peaks  of  the  Andes 
"Not  until  more  than  half  of  them  had 
flown  away  did  the  guide  give  the  signal  to 
open  fire.  All  this  time  the  birds  had  ap. 
parently  taken  no  notice  of  us,  although 
we  were  in  plain  view  less  than  fifty  yards 
from  where  the  horse  fell. 

"We  all  began  shooting  at  once  at  the 
lew  condors  that  were  still  pecking  at  the 
bones  of  the  dead  horse.  Talk  about  a  cat 
having  nine  lives,  there  is  nothing  that 
walks  or  flies  so  hard  to  kill  with  powder 
and  lead  as  a  condor.  I  am  sure  that  I 
sent  three  bullets  through  the  body  of  one 
of  them,  and  then  the  big  bird  flew  away  to 
his  mountain  home  as  if  nothing  had  hap- 
pened.  *  r 

"For  a  time  it  looked  as  if  we  would  be 
unable  10  kill  one  of  them.  But  all  four 
of  us  finally  opened  fire  on  the  same  bird  a 
big  one  still  on  the  ground.  After  we  had 
tired  one  volley  it  rose  slowly  some  fifty  feet 
above  the  ground.  Then  we  fired  again 
and  it  fell,  but  it  was  still  alive  when  we 
came  up,  and  not  until  the.  guide  had  cut 
off  its  head  did  it  cease  to  struggle. 

"When  we  examined  the  dead  bird  we 
found  that  five  rifle  balls  had  passed  through 
us  body,  and  that  one  wing  and  both  le<-s 
were  broken  by  our  shots.  We  must  have 
hit  four  os  five  others,  but  they  \tere  all  able 
to  get  away  except  the  one  on  which  we 
had  concentrated  our  fire. 

"The  dead  condor  measured  nearly  four- 
teen feet  from  tip  to  tip  of  its  wings. 

"After  that  experience  I  was  ready  to  be- 
lieve almost  any  story  I  heard  of  these  giant 
birds  of  the  Andes . "

RIO  SEAMEN'S  MISSION.  \ 
report  for  the  year  ending  december 
3 1  st,  1895,* 
The  year  1895  lias  been  one  of  solid  con- 
tinued work  at  the  Mission,  free  from 
troubles  from  without  or  intcriuptions  from 
within. 

A  review  of  the  work  for  the  year  attests 
the  continued  usefulness  of  the  Mission  and 
its  increased  popularity  anions  the  sailors. 
"It  has  quite  a  notoriety,"  says  Mr.  Brand- 
retli  in  his  report;  "if  any  one  is  in  distress 
or  trouble,  it  seems 'ro  to  the  Mission'  is 
in  everyone's  mouth."  lis  position,  close 
to  ihe  hay,  just  behind  one  of  the  principal 
wharves  and  in  the  sailors'  quarter  of  the 
city,  gives  it  every  advantage  in  ibis  respect. 
Tim  it  is  well  used  by  sailors  of  all  kinds 
appears  bom  die  following  extraordinary 
list  of  the  various  nationalities  of  those  who 
have  frequented  it  during  the  past  year  : — 
English,  German,  Belgian,  Swiss,  Italian, 
Spanish,  French.  Dutch,  Russian,  Danish, 
Norwegian,  Swedish,  African  (west  coast), 
West  Indian,  American,  Mexican,  Chilian, 
Argentine.  Chinese,  Malay,  Japanese, 
Egyptian,  East  Indian  ami  Soudanese. 

The  number  of  men  visiting  the  Mission 
to  stay  one  or  more  nights  was,  during  the 
year,  528.  This  does  not  inclule  that 
probably  larger  number  who  look  in  and 
out  of  the  Mission  to  spend  some  of  their 
time  there  during  the  day.  There  have 
been  many  instances  of  seamen  returning 
again  to  visit  or  slay  at  die  Mission  after 
their  return  voyages,  "which,"  as  our  MiV 
sioner  justly  says,  ''speaks  for  itself  and  their 
opinion  of  its  usefulness.'' 

Services  are  heltl  regularly  at  the  Mission 
twice  on  Sundays  and  on  Thursday  even- 
ings,  as  well  as  on  other  evenings  when  cir- 
cumstances render  it  desirable.  In  De- 
cember for  instance,  besides  the  above,  two 
services  were  held  nn  Christmas  day,  two  on 
New  Year's  Eve  and  also  20  seiviceson 
other  evenings  of  that  month.  This  alone: 
will  give  some  idea  of  the  amount  of  dir- 
ectly religions  work  that  is  done  at  the  Mis- 
sion "towards"  (to  use  the  words  once  more 
of  the  Missioner's  report)  "softening  and 
moulding  the  rough  and  bard  natures 
which  gather  together."  The  attendances 
at  these  services  have  shewn  a  good  average. 
Then  there  is  the  more  social  and  the 
secular  side  of  the  work— receiving  men 
into  thehome,  giving  them  advice,  looking 
after  their  interests,  finding  them  amuse- 
ment in  the  day  time,  dealing  with  their 
savings,  seeing  to  their  shipment  and  multi- 
farious work  of  a  kind  that  cannot  be  tabu- 
lated in  any  report.  Not  a  few  letters  have 
again  been  received  from  seamen  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  world  who  have  written  to 
Mr.  Brandreth  thanking  him  for  benefits  re- 
ceived at  the  Mission. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  vessels 
visited  has  been  about  269.  The  number 
of  services  held  011  shore  and  on  the  bay 
amount  together  to  about  369.  The  num- 
ber of  visits  paid  to  hospitals  has  been  90. 
The  committee  are  glad  to  notice  an  in- 
crease of  considerably  over  two  con tns  de 
reis  in  the  receipts  for  the  past  year,  this  be- 
ing due  in  part  to  the  larger  amount  raised 
among  subscribers  here  and  in  part  to  the 
lower  rates  of  exchange  which  have  a  fleeted 
favorably  the  value  of  subscriptions  remitted 
from  England.  Among  the  latter  the  com- 
mittee have  again  to  thank  the  South 
American  Missionary  Society  for  their 
valuable  ^100,  as  also  Messrs.  R.  W.  Gar- 
rett and  Reginald  Johnston  and  several 
other  subscribers.  Thanks  are  also  duetto 
various  local  friend*  for  miscellaneous  gifts 
to  Ihe  Mission  throughout  the  year.  Gifts 
of  hooks,  periodicals,  newspapers,  illus- 
trated papers,  as  also  old  clothes,  continue 
to  be  acceptable  at  the  Mission.

A  JAPANESE  BANQUET. 
A  banquet  in  Japan  is  apt  to  he  a  most  snb- 
s-antial  affair,  consisting  of  several  compound 
conr-es,  each  of  which  includes  soup  (we  perverse- 
ly have  soup  only  once).  Each  course  was  brought 
in  on  a  separate  tray  for  every  diner  and  placed"  on 
his  table;  and  when  the  other  curses  were 
brought  in,  the  earher  ones  were  not  taken  away, 
but  remained,  s>  that  we  could,  afier  sampling  all 
the  dishes,  come  back  to  those  we  liked  best. 
'J  here  was  only  one  drawback  to  tl)i<  arrangement 
—everything  got  cold -a  result  aggravated  by  the 
constant  chaffing  and  laughing,  which  made  of  the 
eating  n  mere  side-show,  though  there  were  not  a 
few  tempting  things  on  our  trays.  We  had  fish 
(cooked,  raw  and  smoked),  several  kn  Is  of  sea- 
weed,  vegetables  (warm,  cold,  Or  pckled),  rad- 
ishes, mushrooms,  billed  bamboo  and  lotos  roots, 
potatoes,  chicken  and  mutton,  and  several  kinds  of 
mysterious  salads.  I  sampled  every  dishandsur- 
vtve  to  tell  die  tale. 

The  soup  was  served  in  small  la:quer  liowls, 
Hack  omsile  and  red  inside,  and  had  slices  of 
hard. boiled  eggs,  or  omelette,  or  seaweed,  or  fish 
floating  on  lop.  These  solids  we  fished  out  mote 
Japonuo  with  our  chopsticks,  while  the  soud  was 
drunk  out  ol  the  howls.  The  girls  at  first  laughed 
,v.  my  attempts  to  use  the  chopsticks  and  said  that 
I  ate  like  a  baby,  but  they  kindly  and  gladly  in- 
structed me  how  to  hold  and  ply  them.  This  was 
my  first  lesson,  and  before  the  end  of  tfie  meal  I 
made  considerable  progress  ;  but  I  never  quite 
acquired  the  skll  of  the  natives,  who  use  their 
Micks  as  deftly  as  storks  use  their  bills,  in  fishing 
solids  out  of  the  soup,  in  corraling  the  coy  rice, 
and  in  picking  a  small  fish  clean  to  the  skeleton, 
which  seems  the  most  wonderful  feat  of  all.  The 
apparent  difficulty  of  eating  chicken  or  mutton  is 
solved  by  having  all  meat  cm  up  into  small  mor- 
tals l>efore  it  is  .sent  to  the  table,  the  Japanese  be- 
ing of  the  opinion  that  all  carving  an!  cutting 
;hou!d  be  done  by  the  servants  in  the  kitchen, 
since  we  consider  it  more  aristocratic  1 1  have  the 
joints  and  chickens  set  on  tire  table  whole  and 
carved  and  cut  by  the  host  and  guests  themselves, 
—  Lotos-Time  in  Japan, 


make  the  place  as  unbearable  as  possible,  water 
from  wells  is  something  unknown.  Great  shafts 
have  been  sunk  to  a  depth  of  100,  200,  300,  and 
even  500  feet,  but  always  with  the  same  result— no 
water.  This  serious  drawback  notwithstanding  a 
comparatively  numerous  population  contrives  to 
live  there,  thanks  to  copious  springs  which  burst 
firth  from  the  bottom  of  the  gulf  more  than  a  mile 
from  the  shore.  The  wafer  from  these  springs  is 
obtained  in  a  most  curious  and  novel  manner. 
Machadores  (divers),  whose  sole  occupation  is  that 
of  furnishing  the  people  of  Bahrein  with  the  life- 
giving  fluid,  repair  to  that  portion  of  the  gulf  where 
the  springs  are  situated  and  bring  away  with  them 
hundreds  of  bags  full  of  the  water  each  day.  The 
water  of  the  gulf  were  the  springs  burst  firth  is 
nearly  200  feet  deep,  but  these  machadores  manage

Being  situated 
at  the  bottom  of  the  gulf,  it  is  a  mystery  how  they 
were  ever  discovered,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
they  have  been  known  since  the  dawn  of  history  —

To 
put  a  c  it-ton  umbrella  by  the  side  of  a  silk  one  sig- 
nifies "exchange  is  no  robbery."  To  purchase  an 
umbrella  means  "I  am  no:  smart,  but  honest." 
To  lend  an  umbrella  indicates  "I  am  a  fool."  To 
return  an  umbrella  means— well,  never  mind  what 
it  means  ;  nobidy  ever  does  that  !  To  turn  an 
umbrella  in  a  gust  of  wind  presages  profanity,  To 
carry  your  umbrella  in  a  case  signifies  that  it  is  a 
shabby  one.

—The  suspension  of  several  Polytechnic  students 
on  Saturday  for  insulting  the  acting  director  of 
that  school,  led  to  a  riotous  manifestation  yester- 
day. The  students  attacked  the  director  with 
canes,  eggs  and  other  missiles,  damaged  the  build- 
ing and  furniture  to  the  value  of  3,000$,  assaulted 
the  doorkeeper,  and  then,  on  the  street,  assaulted 
Professor  Lutz,  injuring  him  severely.  A  police 
force  was  called  in  to  repress  t'le  disorder  and 
later  on  the  school  was  closed  until  lurter  notice. 

—The  military  revival  in  this  country  has 
begun  timake  such  a  good  impression  on  our 
neighbors  that  they  are  beginning  to  think  of 
having  their  officers  taught  in  our  army.  It  is  only 
a  short  lime  ago  that  Uruguay  solicited  permission 
for  some  of  her  cadets  to  be  incorporated  with  our 
army,  and  now  the  minister  of  Paraguay  has  made 
a  similar  requested  to  allow  Paraguayan  cade's  and 
officers  to  he  incorporated  til  our  army.  These 
facls  cannot  but  be  very  flattering  to  Minister 
Villanueva,  who  sees  bis  energy  and  tact  approved 
not  only  by  public  opinion  here,  but  also  by  our 
immediate  neighbors.—  Times,  Buenos  Aires. 

—Many  of  our  readers  are  in'erested  in  the 
founding  of  a  hospital  in  this  city  by  the  several 
protesiant  denominations.  Subscriptions  and  do- 
nations  have  been  received  for  this  purpose  during 
the  past  four  years,  and  the  fund  now  amounts  to 
a  considerable  sum.  The  persons  interested  are 
mainly  poor  people  who  are  not  able  to  give  much, 
but  last  year  they  added  5,319$jl7  to  the  fund. 
They  have  already  purchased  a  site  for  the  hospital 
and  are  waiting  fir  further  assistance  before  build- 
ing. In  our  opinion,  they  will  find  it  advantageous 
to  begin  even  with  temporary  quarters  for  half  a 
dozen  beds  and  a  good  nurse.  Money  will  then 
come  more  freely, 

What's  up  now,  neighbor  ?  Has  the  Havas 
agency  been  cabling  down  to  ihe  River  that 
"Deputy  Tiradeiues"  has  been  trying  to  induce 
the  Brazilian  congress  to  recognize  Cuban  belliger- 
ency? If  so,  please  tell  your  excitable  Spanish 
friends  not  to  make  an  exhibition  of  themselves 
before  making  an  inquiry.  In  the  first  place,  the 
Brazilian  congress  was  not  in  session  last  month, 
and  is  even  now  having  much  difficulty  in  getting 
a  quoium  together.  And,  in  the  second  place, 
there  is  no  such  individual  as  "Deputy  Tiradentes," 
The  only  Tiradentes  we  know  was  hung  over  a 
hundred  years  ago,  and  the  jacobins  now  celebrate 
the  event  on  April  2lst,  There  is  also  a  Club 
Tiradentes  here. 

— The  attempted  sanitary  convention  with  Brasil 
has  collapsed,  for  the  present  at  all  events,  as  the 
Brazilian  minister  Dr.  Porciiincula  returns  to  Rio 
Janeiro  this  week  without  leaving  anything  ar- 
ranged, so  nothing  is  likely  to  be  done  now  for 
sometime.  We  are  not  in  the  least  surprised,  for 
the  affair  has  been  treated  with  the  greatest  dda- 
loriness  and  indifference  by  all  concerned.  This 
indeed,  seems  to  be  the  fate  of  all  our  questions 
with  Brasil,  some  of  which  have  been  pending  for 
years  without  showing  the  least  sign  of  approaching 
a  settlement.  As  regards  the  sanitary  convention" 
we  do  not  think  it  any  great  matter,  lor  the  ex- 
perience of  the  season  now  concluding  has  shown 
that  we  can  get  on  very  well  indeed  without  any 
nvenlion,  provided  the  sanitary  authorities  ex- 
ercise  a  little  moderation  and  common-sense, 
Indeed,  as  we  have  remarked  before,  we  have  done 
better  without  a  convention  than  when  we  had 
one .' — Montevideo  Times. 

—It  is  quite  sufficient  for  any  one  to  express  any 
sympathy  with  the  unfortunate  Cubans,  or  for  any 
legislator  to  propose  a  motion  in  their  favor,  for 
lie  Espaiia  immediately  to  break  forth  into  the 
coarsest  insults  against  them.  It  habitually  refers 
to  the  U.  5.  legislators  as  "the  American  swine  " 
and  now,  because  Deputy  Tiradentes  has  presented 
a  motion  in  favor  of  Cnban  belligerency  in  the 
iraziHan  congress,  it  publishes  a  long  and  abusive 
article,  calling  this  deputy,  of  whom  it  probably 
knows  nothing,  a  "debauched  ruffian"  and  similar 
insolent  terms.  If  the  Espana  thinks  it  will  do 
the  Spanish  cause  any  good  by  this  coarse  abuse. 
it  is  greaily  mistaken,  for  it  only  brings  it  into 
contempt.  If  Ihe  EspaM  wishes  to  preserve  res- 
pect,  it  must  learn  to  be  generous  towards  its  anta- 
gonists ;  at  present  it  is  the  very  reverse.

The  situation  at  the  Polytechnic  school 
we  go  to  press  ought  to  be  an  object  les- 
son for  Brazilians  on  a  subject  which  close- 
ly concerns  the   highest    welfare    of   their 
country,     Because  of  some  trifling   misun- 
derstanding, the  students   demand    of  the 
acting  director  a  modification    in  the  exam- 
ining  board  on  one  of  their  studies.     The 
director  declines,  and  is  promptly    insulted 
by  the  students.    The  matter  is 'laid  before 
the  faculty  and  the  promoters    of    the    dis- 
turbance are  suspended  for  various  periods. 
Yesterday  the  whole  body  of  students  in- 
vaded the  school  building,  gave  vivas  tor  the 
republic    and    morras    for    the    monarchy 
(though  what  politics  has  to  do    with  the 
difficulty  we  fail  to  understand),   smashed 
the  furniture,  assaulted  and  insulted  the  dir- 
ector again,  bound  the  doorkeeper  and  gave 
Mm  a  beating,  marched  through  the  streets 
in  procession,  and  assaulted  another  profes- 
sor in  tile  public  street.      The  violence  and 
savagery  displayed  in  these  assaults  are  cer- 
tainly ominous  auguries  for  the  future.     If 
students  are  permitted  to  create  disorder  in 
public  schools  because  some  of  their  num- 
ber are  "conditioned"  in  theirexaminations, 
and  then  to  commit  violent  assaults  of  this 
character  because  their  unreasonable  pro- 
tests are  not  accepted,  then  discipline  in  the 
schools  of  the  country  can  not  be  maintain- 
ed, and  the  maintenance  of  good  order  in 
civil   life  will  become  impossible.     It  has 
become  a  popular  belief  among  Brazilians 
that  corporeal  punishment  in  schools,   and 
to  a  great  extent  even  in  family   affairs     is 
reprehensible    and    wrong.     Naturally' the 
children  take  every  advantage    of   this,  and 
the  restraint  necessarv  to  their  proper  train- 
ing is  lost.     In   school    life,  if  a  boy  hap- 
pens to  be  perverse  he  simply  does   as  he 
pleases      The  teachers  have  no  control  over 
him,  his  parents  do  nothing,    and  the  au- 
thorities are  indulgent.     Such  a  boy  is  sure 
to  make  a  bad  citizen,  for  he  will  not  know 
how  to  submit  to  authority  nor  to  respect 
the  law.     With  such  citizens,    a   popular 
iorm  of  government  means  anarchy.      It  js 
worthy  of  consideration,  therefore,  whether 
the  government  and    people  feel  it  wise  to 
continue  in  such  a  course.     If   they    want 
good  government  they  must  have  good  citi- 
zens, and  good  citizens  can    not  be  made 
out  of  bad  and  mutinous  boys. 


Aside  from  the  purely  personal  questions 
which  may  be  involved,  in  the  prosecution 
of  a  military  officer  in  Santos,  as  author  or 
principal  accomplice  in  the  destruction  of 
two  newspaper  offices  in  that  cily  in  De- 
cember last,— this  officer  having  been  re- 
cently acquitted  by-  a  jury— there  are  two 
general  questions  involved  which  merit 
serious  consideration  on  the  part  of  the 
public.  One  of  these  questions  is  that  of  a 
free  press,  free  from  official  and  adminis- 
trative coercion  and  also  free  from  popular 
or  partizan  aggression,  and  the  other  is 
that  of  public  order  and  subordination  to 
legal  jurisdiction.  It  is  true  that  the  freedom 
of  the  press  may  be  and  is  abused,  but  at 
the  same  time  even  its  abuses  sometimes 
lead  to  good  results.  A  popular  govern-  ■ 
ment  must  be  based  upon  the  popular  will 
and  that  ought  to  be  directed  and  governed 
by  intelligence  and  an  intimate  knowledge 
of  public  affairs,  The  only  effective  me- 
dium we  have  of  keeping  the  people  inform- 
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ed  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  their 
public  aflairs  and  of  instructing  and  coun- 
seling them  in  regard  to  their  public  duties, 
is  a  free  press.  Without  it,  the  people, 
especially  in  a  large  country,  are  practically 
helpless,  for  they  can  never  know  how  the 
laws  are  being  administered.  Asa  measure 
of  defense  as'well  as  a  medium  of  instruc- 
tion, a  free  p.ess  is  absolutely  necessary. 
It  may  be  held  strictly  accountable  for  libel, 
but  it  should  never  be  denied  the  privilege 
of  fiee  criticism  and  discussion.  Then  as 
to  the  second  question,  there  can  be  no 
discussion  on  the  criminality  of  all  such 
irresponsible  attacks  on  private  property, 
Even  had  the  editors  of  the  Trilnma  do  Povo 
and  Santos  Commercial  exceeded  their  priv- 
ileges and  rights,  the  only  proper  recourse 
was  that  of  legal  prosecution,  A  mob  can 
have  no  more  rights  than  an  individual  in 
such  matters,  and  no  one  will  claim  that 
any  person  has  the  right  to  damage  the 
property  of  a  newspaper  simply  because  he 
does  not  like  its  opinions.  These  popular 
excesses  ought  to  be  repressed  with  the 
greatest  severity,  for  they  threaten  every 
principle  of  good  government.  Add  ta 
this  the  fact  that  the  accused  persons  be- 
longed to  a  public  force,  and  that  their 
leader  holds  or  held  a  military  commission, 
and  we  have  more  than  reason  enough  for 
inflicting  an  exemplary  punishment  upon 
them.  If  they  can  do  these  things  with 
impunity,  which  seems  to  have  been  the 
case  thus  far  throughout  all  Brazil,  then 
there  is  no  security  lor  any  newspaper  ex- 
cept those  belonging  to  the  party  or  clique 
in  power,  Under  such  a  regime  good  and 
honest  government  will  be  impossible.

Although  Julio  de  CartllttOl  has  succeeded  up  to 
the  prcienti  with  the  assistance  of  the  general  gov* 
eminent,  in  holding  himself  in  office,  he  finds  it  no 
easy  task  to  govern  against  their  will  a  people  like 
the  RioCnindenses.  Still  he  obstinately  refuses 
to  resign  the  petition  of  which  by  illegitimate 
means  he  obtained  possession  and  doubtless  hopes 
that  lie  will  yet  be  able,  under  the  powerful  pro- 
tection uf  Vasques  and  Glycerio,  to  realize  his 
plan  of  establishing  a  permanent  dictatorship  in 
the  state  of  Rio  Grand--'  do  Sul. 

In  the  meanwhile  lie  never  hesitates  to  resoit  t  > 
the  most  unscrupulous  means  of  accomplishing  bis 
object*.  It  is  now  stated  that  the  steamer  hit  has 
arrived  at  Montevideo  from  Porto  Ale^rs  with  the 
mail  hags  vi  ilated,  and  it  is  bahVved  that  the 
crime  was  committed  t<>  enable  Castilhos  0  get 
possession  ol  the  correspondence  ol  the  federalists. 
The  fact  thai  open  packages  of  undrawn  lottery 
tickets  were  left  in  the  mail  bags  shows  that  the 
net  was  not  committed  by  any  common  thief.  The 
/>rf(*r<i|i:.',  as  we  had  occasion  lo  slate  in  n  pre- 
vious  issue,  asserted  some  time  ago  that  the  fed- 
eralists are  preparing  for  another  revolution.  The 
Rtfitrma  defied  it  to  produce  proofs  of  the  truth  of 
that  assertion,  and  consequently  It  is  easy  to  un- 
derstand the  anxiety  of  the  castilhistas  to  get  hold 
of  federalists'  letters.  On  comparing  the  way-bill 
with  tlie  contents  of  the  mail  bags  the  post-office 
officials  at  Montevideo  discovered  that  a  package 
from  Porto  Alegre  for  Buenos  Aires,  wl'h  31  let- 
ters and  17  othci  articles,  and  a  package  from 
Pelotas  for  Buenos  Atres,  with  10  letters,  had  been 
opened  and  that  several  letters  and  whole  packages 
were  missing. 

This  crime,  which  is  merely  a  survival  of  what 
was  a  common  practice  under  the  dictatorial  g  >v- 
erument  of  Marshal  Floviauo  Peixolo,  is  in  perfect 
keeping  with  a  simitar  crime  recently  committed 
at  the  telegraph  office  at  Porto  Alegre.  Some  time 
ago  President  Prudente  de  Moraes  sent  a  confi- 
dential telegram  to  (Jen.  Cantuaria,  commander  of 
the  6th  military  district.  Before  this  telegram  was 
delivered  to  Gen.  Cantuaria  allusion  was  made  to 
it  in  tlie  Ft\ie>n\(ui,  the  organ  of  Julio  de  Castilhns. 
On  hearing  ol  this  scandalous  circumstance  the 
President  indignantly  ordered  the  dismissal  ol 
Major  Guillon,  who  had  charge  of  the  Rio  Grande 
telegraph  district  and  who  is  one  of  Castilhos'  most 
intimate  friends.  He  also  ordered  the  removal  of 
the  telegraph:  station  which  Castilhos  had  estab- 
lished at  the  government  house  at  Porto  Alegre. 
Accordingly  Guillon  has  been  dismissed,  but 
Souza  Aguiar,  director-general  of  telegraphs,  in 
transmitting  the  order  for  Guillon's  dismissal,  has 
eulogized  him  in  the  most  flattering  and  extrava- 
gant terms  for  the  services  which  he  has  rendered. 
The  castilhistas  are  said  to  be  very  angry  with 
both  the  President  and  Gen.  Cantuaria,  and  it  is 
slated  that,  as  soon  as  congress  opsns,  tlie  castil- 
hista  detection  will  make  a  violent  attack  on  the 
former.  Cassiano's  paper,  the  DUirio  Popular,  ol 
Pelotas,  is  reported  by  a  recent  telegram  to  have 
already  opened  the  campaign. 

As  to  the  feelings  of  the  castilhistas  towards 
Cantuaria,  those  are  strikingly  displayed  by  their 
glorification  of  Major  Rosano,  of  which  we  gave 
an  account  in  our  last  issue.  Cantuaria  and  Cas- 
tilhos are  now  said  to  be  having  interviews  every 
day  on  account  of  questions  that  arise  between 
them. 

On  the  night  of  the  41I1  inst.  there  was  a  fight 
in  the  city  of  Rio  Grande  between  Castilhos'  po- 
licemen on  one  side  and  soldiers  of  Onolre's  old 
battalion,  the  ISth  infantry,  and  marines,  on  the 
other.  The  policemen  were  roughly  handled  and 
one  of  their  number  was  killed.  Ten  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  I2th  battalion  have  gone  to  Porto  Ale- 
gre under  arrest. 

At  Porto  Alegre  on  the  5th  soldiers  of  the  10th 
regiment  of  cavalry  were  not  permitted  to  leave 
their  barracks  and  the  streets  were  patrolled  by 
policemen  with  loaded  guns.  On  the  6th  Castilhos 
had  a  grand  review  and  dress  parade  of  his  mili- 
tary brigade,  presumably  with  the  object  of  excit- 
ing the  terror  of  his  adversaries. 

The  federalists  continue  to  make  preparations 
for  the  municipal  elections.  At  Rio  Grande  they 
will  unite  with  the  autonomists,  and  at  Baje'  and 
Jagtilrao  present  candidates  of  their  own. 

Judge  Alcides  Lima  has  published  his  pamphlet 
on  the  jury  question  and  has  returned  to  his  ju- 
dicial labors  in  Rio  Grande.  The  hearing  of  wit- 
nesses  in  his  case  was  commenced  in  Porto  Alegre 
on  the  8th. 

The  federal  judge  has  relused  to  interfere  in  the 
question  of  the  arrest  of  Major  Trindade  and  other 
federalists  at  Passo  Fundo  and  has  filed  the  docu- 
ments received  from  Gen.  Cantuaria  on  this  sub- 
ject. 

The  district  judge  at  Passo  Fundo  has  issued  a 
warrant  for  the  an  est  "f  the  prominent  federalist 
leader  Prestes  Guimara.es,  who,  our  readers  will 
remember,  justly  suspicious  of  the  designs  of  the 
castilhistas,  obtained  an  escort  of  federal  cavalry 
before  returning  to  the  state. 

Santos  Filho,  who  had  been  arrested  by  order  of 
Gen.  Galvao,  has  been  tried  by  court  martial  and 
acquitted. 

Col.  Joaquim  Balthazar  da  Sttveira  has  been  ap- 
pointed commander  ol  the  garrison  of  Livramento. 
The  arrival  ofthe  8th  regiment  of  cavalry,  now 
at  S.  Joao  d'  El-Key,  Minas  Geraes,  is  said  to  be 
still  expected  in  Rio  Grande. 

A  telegram  ofthe  Sth  inst.  says  that  the  remit 
tance  of  money  by  the  federal  treasury  is  anxious- 
ly awaited.

—  But  over  and  above  currency  operations  there 
is  one  great  cause  at  work  in  Chili,  Argentina,  and 
Brazil  which  is  seriously  embarrassing  the  finances 
of  those  countries  and,  if  continued,  may  jeopar- 
dise the  future  of  all  three.  We  refer,  of  course, 
to  the  extravagantly  costly  naval  and  military  pre' 
parations.  So  far  as  one  can  see  there  is  literally 
no  excuse  for  the  wasie  of  resources  that  is  going 
on.  It  would  be  folly  of  Chili  to  attempt  conquest 
at  the  other  side  of  the  Andes.  It  would  be  still 
greater  folly  of  Argentina,  which  has  never  shown 
Ihe  same  naval  and  military  capacity  as  Chdi  has. 
And,  in  spite  of  the  vast  extent  of  Brazil,  it  is  not 
in  a  position  to  wage  war  either  with  Chili  or  with 
Argentina,  There  is  no  real  motive,  then,  for 
hostilities,  and  there  is  every  real  interest  for  pre- 
serving  peace  ;  while  it  is  to  be  recollected  that 
all  three  countries  owe  immense  sums  111  Europe, 
and  that  it  would  be  ciiminal  to  waste  resources 
which  are  pledged  to  foreign  creditors  in  inter- 
necine strife  for  which  there  is  literally  no  excuse.

MARKET    REPORT. 

Rio  de  Janeiro,  nth  May,  1896. 
Exports. 

Coffee -There  has  been  a  moderate  business  dolus,  with 
sales  reported  of  about  17,000  bags,  for  the  week,  but  thuit! 
was  very  little  competition  among  exporters,  and  the  char- 
acter of  the  shipments  still  pointed  tn  roasters'  newls.  The 
market  has  bei'11  unchanged  and  without  (treat  variation  in 
quotations,  with  however  some  desire,  it  was  said,  on  the 
part  of  dealers  to  sell  for  future  delivery,  and  it  is  suspected 
that  business  has  been  done  on  terms  that  are  uaiurally 
kept  secret.  Exporters  niako  a  good  deal  of  the  advance 
in  exchange  rates,  but  the  scarcity  of  coflec  prevents  deal- 
ers paying  great  attention  to  Ihe  exchange  market,  while 
many  of  then  are  quite  aware  that  the  exporters  are  wait 
protected  against  thfi  advanced  gold  value  of  the  Brazilian 
currency.  Receipts  have  shown  a  slight  increase,  which  is 
now  likely  to  continue,  and  rather  more  new,  washed  coffees 
are  appearing  in  small  samples,  and  for  which  extravagant 
prices  are  asked,  as  the  official  quotations  .show. 

No  one  expects  to  see  present  quotations  maintained  un- 
der thecombined  adverse  influence  ot  higher  exchange,  mid 
increased  receipts,  but  so  long  as  the  supply  only  just  equals 
the  demand,  the  holders  of  coffee  are  not  likely  to  give  way 
sharply. 

The  market  opened  on  tbo  4th  with  No.  7  fuotcd  at 
so$noo  per  arroba,  and  no  change  was  made  in  this  quota- 
lion  until  the  8th,  when  some  of  (ho  brokers  advanced  to 
3O$30o,  and  reported  the  market  very  linn.  The  demand, 
however,  was  not  general,  and  it  was  thought  that  the 
higher  ideas  of  dealers  would  result  in  a  withdrawal  of  ex- 
porters  from  the  market,  and  this  has  apparently  occurred, 
or  this  moriiing  the  difference  between  buyers'  and  sellers' 
ideasisvery  considerable,  and  there    is  said   to   hi;   nothing 

Santos  has   been    very  quiet   during  the  week,  with  sales 
reported   of   only   13,000  bags.
